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SUBJECT: KHMER REFUGEES IN SOUTH VIETNAM 

1. DURING RECENT VISIT OF DEPUTY UNHCR MACE TO SOUTH VIETNAM 
HE HAD OPPORTUNITY TO REVIEW WITH GVN AUTHORITIES PROBLEM OF 
CAMBODIANS WHO HAVE SOUGHT REFUGE IN SVN. 

2. GVN AUTHORITIES INFORMED MACE THAT AT PRESENT THERE ARE 
30,000 CAMBODIAN REFUGEES IN SVN AND THAT NUMBER EXPECTED 
INCREASE. MACE WAS FURTHER INFORMED THAT MONTHLY COST OF 
RELIEF ASSISTANCE FOR THIS REFUGEE GROUP IS $174,000. 

3. ACCORDING MACE, DR. PHAN QUANG DAN, GVN'S DEPUTY 

PRIME MINISTER IN CHARGE OF SOCIAL WELFARE, OFFICIALLY REQUESTED 
UNHCR'S CONTINUEDSUPPORT FOR SUBJECT REFUGEES. ON BASIS VISIT 
TO REFUGEE CAMPS, MACE SATISFIED HIMSELF OF THIS NEED. 

4. DURING DISCUSSION OF MATTER ON JUNE 12 MACE INFORMED MISSOFF THAT 
HE WOULD RECOMMEND UNHCR'S CONTINUED ASSISTANCE 

FOR SUBJECT REFUGEES APART FROM ANYTHING MORE THAT UNCR 
MIGHT BE ABLE TO DO ON AD HOC BASIS DURING BALANCE CURRENT 
YEAR, MISSOFF ENCOURAGED INCLUSION OF SUBSTANTIAL ALLOCATION FOR 
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
